Kkhtucky Politics — The Dctt op All 
Uxiox Men.— D uring the last twelve months 
certain questions have divided the Union men 
I of Kentucky. Those questions grew out of the 
I great struggle from which the country but late- 
ly emerged. Issues predicated upon tbe insti- 
tution of slavery have been the chief causes of 
dissension, but In the logical progress of events 
the whole slavery question has been disposed of, 
just as all Union men foresaw when theseccs- 
| tlonists assumed, upon the strength of it, to 
' overthrow the nation. We struggled arduim- 
j ly, thougfivalnly, to prevent secession, and then 
we labored, with unquestioned zeal, to stay 
I the tide of abolition, bat the latter was as in- 
evitable as the former; and when we saw that 
the fact of abolition could not be avoided we 
j sought, by the Constitutional Anti-slavery 
! Amendment, to give to a resistless revoln- 
| tion a legal and permanent aspect. The de-j 
tl ruction of slavery by the recent war shoiAH 
never have disturbed the equilibrium of an^ 
true lover of the Union, though it has shocked 
the nerves and paral>zed the patriotism of 
many who profess to be such. Throughout the 
war tee secessionist* were the most effective 
abolitionists in the country, and the prostrated 
condition of slavery now to attributable directly 
to them. 

tfrom the beginning of the jvar the Union 
men generally in this State protested against 
any Federal Interference with slavery, for the 
sake of peace and onion among all men: the 
secessionists, however, constantly used thg sub- 
ject to excite hostility against the Government 
I and divide the ranks of Union men. In com- 
mon with all sincere Union tots of tbe 8tate, 
when we have contended for the guarantees of 
slavery we have not meant thereby to 
contend against the life of the nation; bat 
we have observed that the secessionists, 
when ostensibly contending for the “rights of 
slavery,” have, in reality, meant nothing more 
nor less than the overthrow of the Republic. 
The extreme pro- slavery leaders in Kentucky 
daring the lost twelve months have not sought 
to preserve slaver}-. They knew it to be Im- 
possible to preserve slavery; but they have la- 
bored to organize a political party upon tee 
old prejudices In favor of the Institution. A 
number of Union men in the midst of ns have 
been induced to assume this position, and, In 
doing so, whether intentionally or not, they al- 
lied themselves with the original secession party 
of the State. It is noticeable now by the 
most casual observer that the leaders of the 
old secession element in Kentncky are endeav- 
oring to u^fa^with themselves, under the 
specious na^Pbf “Conservative,” a sufficient 
pi op or tion oftee Union men to constitute tbe 
predominant party in the State Of this in- 
congruous party the old seceesionists will 
setk to be the leaders in every por- 
tion of Kentncky. The party is to be 
composed of original secessionist*, Wicklifle 
men of the “no-more-men-and-no-more-money” 
stripe, and such extreme anti-amendment 
Union men as will permit their pro-slavery 
prejudices to whip them Into the party. If this 
attempt of Lazarus W. Powell & Co. to build 
up such a party in Kentucky shall succeed, the 
organization will stand alone, separated from 
any national party in existence. But we can- 
not believe that the movement will receive the 
co-operation of a sufficient number of Union- 
ists, either in the Legislature or oat of It, to in- 
sure its success. 

It to the duty of all Union men to firmly stand 
together now. The war and the several qnes- 
- lions arising from it have been adjusted— part- 
ly by the progress ot events and partly by the 
silent judgment Of the loyal American people. 

, The Constitutional Amendment, over which we 
have quarreled so much in Kentucky, has be- 
come to all intents and pnrposes a part of the 
fundamental law of the land, and, hence, an 
exciting tosne between loyal men in this State 
has been removed. Let, therefore, all Union 
men in Kentncky forget the past differences 
amongst themselves and stand together In sup- 
port of the liberal aud constitntioRal policy of 
President Johnson’s Administration. By pur- 
kutog ft to course the true interests of tewfiouth 
will be promoted and a sound conservative 
sentiment in the Northern States be strengthen- 
ed. In this policy to involved the success of the 
true national party for the future, no less than 
the preservation of a healthy Union sentiment 
in Kentucky. 

A Word for Justick -*Onr present Legisla- 
ture, actuated by a magnanimous spirit toward 
those who went out from the State into the late 
rebellion, has repealed tbe law of expatriation, 
thereby restoring all who were subject to its 
penalties to the respective righto of citizenship. 
We exerted our Influence to produce this re- 
sult, notwithetanding the earnestness and per- 
sistency with which we denounced the rebellion. 
In pursuing this coarse we carefallv avoided 
the idea that tba^^ho left the State and took 
up arms against ^^TOiovernment and the Union 
did not deterre the penalties of the law, for to 
say tbat would be to stultify every declaration 
made by Union men in Kentucky since the war 
began. We simply desired, as we now do, that 
amnesty should be granted by the Common- 
wealth to those of her citizens who had perpetra- 
ted a great crime against her laws and her 
| honor; and wfikre sure that the Legislature, in 
repealing the expatriation act, did not mean 
thereby to vindicate tee deeds of treason which 
ail rebel soldiers from Kentncky have unques- 
tionably committed. Oar contemporary, the 
Louisville Courier, referring to the repeal, said, 
c n Friday last: 

We congratulate these generous men, who«e 
noble impulses and fearless hearts prompted 
them to spring to arms to defend their Southern 
brtthnn in their day of trial, upon this action 
of tbe Legislature, it is a record and a testi- 
mony which will stand through all time to 
come tbat tee motives which prompted them 
to take up nrm? against tbe Government were 
nideretood and appreciated, and that they were 
not, in so doing, guilty of a crime deserving 
pains and penalties,’ or of treason, which de- 
served the gallows And when the history of 
that bloody but ill-fated struggle shall be read 
in after davs, it will also be related that within 
six months after the termination of hostilities, 
aud before peace had been officially declared, 
thftLeeisleture declared them all worthv of citi- 
zenship. and restored to them their civil righto. 
And thte will be their vindication and exemp- 
tion from reproach. 

The Courier, in the foregoing remarks, wide- 
ly perverts the motives of every Union man in 
the present Legislature who voted for the re- 
peal. The magnanimity of that body 6hould not 
be construed, by those who have been at war 
against the Government, into “their vindication 
a’-d exemption from reproach;” and we say 
this lest the misguided sons of Kentucky shall 
boast of their evil doing. The rebellion was 
criminal— criminal in the highest degree, and 
the namee of the elghtv-odd thousand brave 
men who went out from Kentucky under the 
flag of the Union will stand as enduring testi- 
monials to this effect. We rejoice that the reHfi] 
soldleV from Kentucky can now return in peace 
to tee protection of a beneflceiy^overnment. 
but we offer him no “vindication and exemp- 
tion” from the reproach which all justhisto- 
riaLs will write down against him. 

The dispatches show us how Wilson, Trum- 
bull. & Co. interpret that second clause of tne 
Constitutional Amendment.

schools, over 2,000 teachers. 

In the same year, Saxony, with a population 
of 1,810,000, educated, in 2,155 common schools 
with 2,175 teachers, 278 000 children; beside' 
this a considerable number in other schools. 
Her nine seminaries were taught by 41 teachers 
and attended by 862 pnpito. 

In the same year, Bavaria, with a population 
of 4,250,000, taught 556 289 puptie in 6,065 
common schools, and 696 student-leach : n%i 
nine seminaries. 

In 1844, tee Gi and Duchy of Balen, with a 
population of 400,000, sustained 2,121 common 
schools and four teachers’ seminaries. 

Among tee other countries of Europe we no- 
tice Holland, which, in 1846, with 3,054,000 
inhabitants, educated nearly 400,000 children in 
over 8,200 schools. In the remain mg countries 
public education to still fa an embryonic state, 
especially in France and England; vet it to a 
noticeable fact that tbe efforts of the govern- 
ments of those countries to establish schools 
lor the people are directed principally t > learn- 
ers' sem naries. 

These facts show teat, fa Europe, normal 
schools are no longer considered an ‘ experi- 
ment;” and mu9t prove very useful among os ' 
in silencing the dismal croaking? ot hundreds 
of over-cautious men who look upon all tning a 
that have not been done fa their grandfathers 
time as “experiments,” aad who believe that 
experiments are always “bound to tail,” men 
who are just ignorant enough to fancy that they 
know everything, impertinent enough to mani- 
fest this upon all occasions, and prudent and 
respectable enough to enable thtm to influence 
the unwary. This word ''experiment” has been 
thrown fa the face of every or« teat ever at- 
tempted, with or without enthusiasm, to urge 
the introduction of important reforms, aad has 
proved one of tee moat formidable obstacle* to 
the establishment of normal schools in our own 
State, especially since the failure of tee so- 
called normal school of ’56- '59 But we shall 
defer further observations upon this point, for 
the purpose of reviewing tee experience of our 
sister States concerning normal schools. 

We would, however, beg leave to direct at- 
tention, in general terms, to tee character of 
the normal schools of Europe They are in- 
stitutions whose sole purpose to the preparation 
of competent and shllful teacher*. To this pur- 
pose al ne the whole energies of the institution: 
are directed Profl iency In the various sciences 
taught yields at all times to proficiency in the 
art of teaching them; the aim of tee students 
to not to understand, but to make understood. Ths

The people regard the two 
questions of slavery and the right of States to 
secede from the Union, the Lientenant-Geooral 
declare*, nt having “hem settled forever by the 
highest tribunal*’' He was “pleased to learn 
frem the l ea din g mm whom I (he) met that 
they not only accepted the decision arrived at 
as Snal, but * * a fortunate one for the 
whole country, they receiving the like benefits 
from k with those who opposed them in the 
Said end to the council." He urge* the entire 
withdrawal of negro troops from the Sooth 
and for the moat obvious reasons, and the ra- 
tefctiou only of small garrisons of white troop* 
for the protection alike of whites and blacks. 

The conduct of tome of the agents of the 
Freedmen * Bureau {* properly rebuked. He 
betimes that the idea of a division of property 
which attentively prevail* among the negroes 
of the Sooth ha* been derived from the agents 
of the bureau. This idea is working great mis- 
chief among the freed men. by causing them to 
■ve in idleness until each anticipated division 
of property takes place The notion prevails, 
General Grant Intimate*, to some extent 
aoaong the negroes that they can live without 
labor or core, and hence they flock to the negro 
camps when they can. and to the towns and 
cities He apprehend* “that vice and disease 
Will tend to the extermination and great de- 
struction of the colored me*" He recom- 
mends the removal of the ignoramus* and 
aimpielon* in the Fieedmm's Bateau who have 
bam amOng the negroes with stupid and 
de m o r alising Ideas, and placing Us maeage- 
haads of military officers who 
to posses* common sense, and 
who will carry not in good faith ths views of 
General Howard, Us enlightened chief, and of 
the Government as well.

“Deeply offended"’ How did 
the President and the Lieutenant-General dare 
to transmit document* to Cungress without 
tret ascertaining what would he the effect upon 
the minds of ‘home of the member*?’’

®“Tbe sentiments of tbe G vernors of the 
several Southern States, both provisional and 
those who have been elected by the people, in 
reference to tbe freed people must certainly 
be deemed liberal and enlightened. Ex-Provis- 
ional Governor Parsons, of Alabama, strongly 
recommended to tbe Legislature of that Bute 
to declare by express enactment that the ne- 
groes shall have tbe same legal protection in 
respect to labor, and in all other respects, as 
tbe whites, and incur similar obligations as to 
contracts and duties. This would be placing 
them In tbe same condition with tbe whites as 
to personal protection and tbe rights of prop 
erty. It would be just and eqnaL and all they 
conld reasonably require. It would be giving 
them s fair chance to support themselves, and 
give them tbe same motives for Industry and 
economy that the whites have. Ex -Provisional 
^Governor Johnson, of Georgia, took substan- 
tially the same ground In his recommendations 
to the people and Legislature of his State, 
while Gov. Jenkins, who has just been elected 
and inaugurated, says in his address to the 
Legislature that tbe negroes must be thorough- 
ly protected in personal property, have a right 
to enter tbe courts, and be encouraged in In- 
dustrial pursuit* These are eminently intelli- 
gent views, and they tbow bow profoundly 
the eminent citizen who has just become the 
Chief Magistrate of the Empire State of the 
8' nth comprehends the situation in which his 
State, in common with the rest of tbe South- 
ern State* has been placed. Governor Charles 
J. Jenkins wrote tbe celebrated Georgia Com- 
promise resolutions of 1850, which elicited tbe 
eulogium of Henry Clay, and his views will 
carry with them great weight Next to Alex- 
ander H. Stephens, he probably has more in- 
fluence in Georgia than any other man in the 
State. He has been cboeen for his enlarged 
views and distinguished ability. He did not 
■eek the office, bat tbe office sought him— 
which ought everywhere to be the true rnl* it 
b the rule which prevailed in the early history 
of tbe Republic. 

Governor On, of South Carolina, holds rim- 
Dv views of justice and policy in reference to 
tbe freed men. He urges ths Legislature to 

adopt measures whereby their rights of person 
and property shall be folly and effectually se- 
cured, and declares that it will be a display of I 
true wisdom and the best policy t#make them 
“cheerfnland contented." That is the right , 
spirit. It should everywhere be carried out 
practically. It b the true basis of reconstruc- 
tion In the South, the real foundation for last- 
ing peace and ever-increasing prosperity, 
wealth, and happinwe for both races and all 
classes of tbe coummintv. 

It Is the true policy for us here in Kentucky 
and tbe true policy for every Southern State to 
adopt and tenarionslv adhere to. 

•*Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, on last Tues- 
day, submitted a joint resolution to the Senate, 
embracing the following articles, to be proposed 
ae amendments of the Constitution of the 
United States: 

First The union of tbe 8tates under this C m- 
stltntion i* indissoluble.- Mkd no State can ab- 
solve its citizens from tbe obligation of para- 
mount allegiance to the United State* 

Second No engagement made or obligation 
incurred by any State, or by any number of 
States, or by any count*, ctty.for other .munic- 
ipal corporation, to subvert, impair, or resist 
the authority of tbe United States, or to support 
or aid any legislature, convention, or body in 
hostility to such authority, shall ever be held 
valid or be assumed or sustained, in whole or in 
part, by any State or by the United Statre. 

It was referred to tbs Judiciary Committee. 

It seems to os Mr. Stewart’s resolutions are | 
quite superfluous. Tbe questions he proposes 
have already been decided and decided in such 
a way that they are not likely eoon to be re- 
versed. Tbe Union was meant to be by its 
founders one and indissoluble a«^ L~. Ior . 
ever. That only which creates can uncreate. 

If the States which form the Union desire to 
dissolve it, they have tbe power to do It, and a 
thousand amendments to the contrary would 
not and could not and should not prevent it. 
Bat no lees number than the constitutional ma- 
jority of three-fourths can have tbe right to 
change tbe Constitution or to abrogate it and 
form a new on* No minority can rale the ma- 
jority or dictate to the majority; nor can such 
minority Interfere with the Constitution and 
law* without incurring the penalty attached to 
the violation of such law* 

To propose an amendment declaring that no 
State can absolve its citizens from allegiance to 
the United States seems to carry along with it 
the idea that by tbe Constitution at it is a State 
may do so, and thus appears to Indorse the prin- 
ciple of secession, which tbe people and the 
Government have been slylng for the last sev- 
enty-six years generally and for five years last 
past in particular, is inadmissible: and they 
have said it so load that everybody has now 
beard it and understands it, and will be likely 
to remember it. Thow who haven’t heard it 
are jo deaf that they will never hear of Mr. 
Stewart’* amendments ffbd so blind that they 
will never be able to read them. His resolu- 
tions are supererogatory. He would reaffirm 
what the Constitution already contains, or else 
secession b constitutional and valid.

What a 
source ol wonder and delight, whatYprotec- 
tiou against mere vacuity of mind, against idle- 
net* and mischief would such information be to 
the millions if they possessed it. Can’t our 
scbool^nd educationist* take a hint from Car- 
lyle and set about supplying the great want he 
suggest*? How beautiful to make every chase 
of a batterfly a lesson, invest every blade of 
graft with interest, and convert every rood of 
sky of an evening into a page of a reader. \ 

ffVThe Legislature of Colorado, according 
to information sent by the Governor of that 
State to the Federal Secretary of State, has rati- 
fied tbe Constitutional Amendment. This is 
well, but tuch annunciations are of no especial 
interest now, the amendment having been some 
time ago ratified*by tbe number of States req 
nislte to make it a part of the Con-ti#tion 
It will probably be ratified by all tbe 8t ties ex- 
cept Kentucky. 

LETTER FROM HON T B COCHRAN. 

Louisville, Dec. 20, 18G5. 

To the Editor s of the Louisvil'e Journal: 

Without intending to do me any injustice. I 
think an article in vour paper of to- (lav will 
have that effect. 8 peaking of a debale in tbe 
Senate recently, on a proposition to Inquire 
into the propriety of repealing tbe laws oi tbe 
State pertaining to slavery, vou ob-erye. that 
“unhappily, for the peace and harmonv of Ken- 
tnckv. there are men in tbe Lgislature, whr* 
political faith is confined to the narrow limits of 
the old slavery question,’’ and that politicians of 
this day “seize "t«on every opportunity for nr 
raigning the General Government, and d>- 
nouncirg th'Wf whom the people have charged 
with its difficult and perilous administration." 
Too deep y regretted to bear mvself, on tbs or. 
etefon referred to, indulge in expressions such 
as you described. Now. Messrs. Editors, how- 
ever Improper my remarks mav have been on 
that occasion. I must be allowed to sav thatthev 
were not elicited from a love of slavery, but 
from a regard of the rights of tbe free 
white man. I believe that the tendency of 
the party in power is to subvert the founda- 
tion* of constitutional liberty in all the States 
of the Government. 

It is this that I oppose, because I think the 
right of the white race to self-government Is a 
right which has greater claims on me and every 
loped man than the right of the barbarous Afri- 
can to a nominal liberty. 

Too alfo remarkea that “tbe rebel element of 
tbe State may heartily congratulate the Senator 
for his bold defense of Jeff Davis ” 

To this I sav that I made no defense of him 
whatever. If I remember what I said. I did 
ak of him at all, except in the sentence 
you quoME end that certainly cannot legiti- 
mately be construed into hi* defense. And 
whether anv true Union 1st can indorse what I 
highest officers of tbe nation ought 
his belief as to whether tbe higb- 
the nation have or have not de- 
evntematically violated the Om- 
stitution of the United State* which is the onlv 
bond of union, to which alone the loyalty of ae 
all is due. I don’t think any true Unionist 
ought to be willing to see tbe Constitution of 
bis Union subverted even by those who are 
sworn to maintain It. 

I close with one question: From what portion 
of the Constitution, or from what «u r e» what- 
ever. did tbe President of tbe United States de- 
rive bis power to dictate to South Carolina the 
term* that she should adopt tbe amendment 
and change her own Constitution before she 
could rename her rethhoni with the Union? And 
if South Carolina is not in the Union for the 
purpose of representation, is she callable to act 
on the amendment? Re^fcctfaiiv.

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«rlVlitic3 ought to be excluded from the 
question of' negro labor in the 8oath. This 
question interests vitally not simply the blacks 
«cd the whites of the South, but it interests the 
North and the Government. It is intimately 
connected with the national revenue?, add with 
the commercial and manufacturing interests of 
the whole country. The production of the great 
staple depends mainly upon its solution, and 
with this Btaple the prosperity of every indus- 
trial village, of every former and every mer- 
chant and manufacturer, East and West, is 
wrapped up. Furthermore, upon the wise or 
unwise soluticn of this industrial problem in 
the South largely depend, we firmly believe, 
the fufore peace, prosperity, and safety of the 
two races in that immense area of country 
heretofore known as the slave 8tatee. It con- 
cede not les j the material than the moral wel- 
fare of both races. It comes home to every 
man's income, and to every man’s and every 
woman s and every child’s repose. It involves, 
to a great extent, the development of the phys- 
ical resources and the moral progress of society 
throughout the South. Ia a word, thare is no 
interest which this great question of freedinen's 
and freedwomen’s labor does not affect. It is 
too important## be mixed up with merely po- 
litic?! ccnflderauons and partisan success, and 
the masses ought to frown npon any attempt 
to pTcstitute an economical problem, vast in 
its range of influence upon the solid and last- 
ing interests of society in all of its phases, to 
the greedy barter-and-trade scl^mes of remorse- 
less and ignorant politicians. 

The President, several months ago, intimated 
that the great problem whether three or four 
millions of slaves suddenly emancipated can 
become incorporated into our society, and be- 
come industrious and self-supporting members 
of it, is one involved in doubt, but which the 
country is now called upon to solve; and Gen. 
Grant is evidently Impressed with the fame idea, 
for he expresses his apprehensions lest idleness 
and vice ehonld L in_jnani> instances, deteriorate 
o* dsii erxas colored race. 

Idleness and vice will be found the wont 
enemies of this race, and he is the best and 
truest friend of tbe freed people who shall do 
most to prevent them from falling Into such 
habits, who shall do most to develop and 
strengthen In them the practices of industry 
and virtu* of self-control, self-reliance, and 
provision for the future— not in respect to a few 
of the more intelligent freed peopl* with whom 
there will be no difficulty, but fn respect to the 
emancipated masses at large and of both sexes. 
Tbe chief difficulty will be with the naturally 
virions, insolent, and lazy, and these will con- 
stitute no inconsiderable portion of the whole. 

Preventive measures must necessarily be 
both encouraging and repressive. The freed - 
man must be supplied with motives to indus- 
try; he must be thoroughly protected in person 
and property, have a right to enter the courts 
to exset justice from his employer, whether 
black or white, as well as for all other civil pur- 
pose* The more enlightened he can be made 
the more industrious he will be, for the more 
clearly will he perceive the necessity for it and 
the benefits which he will derive from it mate- 
rially and morally. Our impression is that It 
will be beet to throw him entirely upon his own 
resource* like any other free man. If contracts 
are made with him to feed and clothe him with- 
out reference to his labor he will occasionally, 
perhaps often, feign sickness or trifle. At any 
rate a portion of the stimulus to industry will 
be wanting, and the effect will be pernicious. 
No one rule can be devised, however, of uni- 
versal applicability. The essence of every 
agreement ought to be justice, mutual responsi- 
bility, and motives to industry and good con- 
duct. This will- be for the best interests of 
both parties, and the law-making and law-en- 
forcing power should see that both parties car- 
ry out faithfully their contracts and respect 
each other’s right* 

And then there must be repression; idleness, 
and vice, and vagrancy must be repressed and 
punished. If motives of industry and rewards 
fail in their effects — as they sometimes will— 
the fear of punishment must come in to deter 
from laziness or crime or to vindicate the 
laws by adequate inflictions— for tbe mutual 
protection of both whites and black* 



Tbe New York Tribun* In looking at soma 
recent specimens of Kentucky national patriot- 
ism, lavs she is reconstructing herself. This 
is an error of judgment that should not have 
teen made by such a shrewd and sagacious poli- 
tician as the editor of tbe Tribune. Kentucky 
is engaged simply in unveiling herself for the 
gaze ot ths nation. She gave all the aid in her 
power to the rebellion, under tbe disguise of 
neutrality, and she would have kept up this 
disguise, down to the last surrender of armed 
rebel* if she could have done so. The flesh was 
willing, but her spirit was weak.

Tbe Press says that “Kentucky is engaged 
simply in unveiling herself for the gaze of the 
nation ” Kentucky, we think, is misrepresent- 
ed by some of her Senators and Representa- 
tives, elected, as the Union Press protested 
that they were, upon false issues and through 
the influences of popular deception and mis- 
take; but when Kentucky truly ‘ unveils’’ her- 
self, as assuredly she will at no distant day, she 
will have no cause to blnsh for the spectacle 
that she will present to the world.

would be Lie source of many and great evil* 
Tbcie are those however who call our State un- 
patriotic and rebellious because she doesn't 
want the suspension of the habeas corpus, negro 
suffrag* military rule, and general confiscation 
and persecution of the 8ouih. 

The assertion that- “Kentucky gave all theaid 
in her power to the rebellion under the disguise 
of neutrality, and would have kept up that di* 
guise to the last if she had dared to do so” Is a 
wanton, inexcosable, and most guilty calumny. 
Let the Union Press ascertain how many of 
tacae whom it regards as its peculiar friends were 
in favor of “Kentucky neutrality" and then 
blush for the atrocious slander. It was the 
li tends of L cion and the enemies of secession 
that constituted the mass of those who sup- 
ported Kentucky neutrality in a stormy hour 
when men’s minds were undecided In view of 
the awful portents all around them, and it was 
the secessionists, the rebels, who opposed neu- 
trality, thinking to hurry Kentucky into the 
Confederate cause. When the rebel forces in- 
vaded her toil, when she saw that the shock was 
coming, nav bad come, she did not hesitate as 
to tbe course she would take. Not at the point 
of Federal bayonets but from her own free will 
and the promptings and principles of her own

H(k T. B. Cochran. — W Tnbiish on our 
first page this morning a letter ad dress cl to us 
by Hon. T. B. Cochran in response to our strict- 
ures upon a poitionof his late speech in the 
State Senate. The Senator’s speech, in view of 
the time and place of Its delivery, wls an ex- 
ceedingly intemperate one, and by way of .illus- 
trating Us spirit we reproduced in our comments 
tbe following extract from it: 

If Jtfferson Davis is a traitor, I sty that Mr 
Lincoln *was equally a traitor, because he, too, 
overrode the Constitution. I say that Andrew 
J ohneon i? a traitor to-day, equally, because he, 
too, did not obey the onlv bond of union be- 
tween these States, which hold? them together. 

The loregoing declarations doubtless express 
Senator Cochran’s estimate of Abraham Lin- 
coln and Andrew Johnson as Presidents of the 
United States, in comparison with Jeffareon 
Davis, acting as the leader of the .Southern re- 
bellion; but it appears to us that they cannot be 
indorsed by any true Union man in Kentucky. 
Mr. Cochran was evidently induced to utter the 
extreme language we have quoted from his 
speech by the strong pro-slavery prejudice? he 
entertains — prejudices which have been aroused 
and inflamed by the overthrow of slavery. Ra- 
garding his speech in this light, we closed him 
with thoee politicians in Kentucky who seem 
incapable of lifting themselves above the 
prejudices of the past, and “whore political 
faith is confined to the old slavery question.” 
Mr. Cochran disclaims any special “love of 
slavery” yet, upon a careful perusal of his 
speech, it was clear to us that its-violent spirit 
was prompted throughout by his peculiar feel- 
ings on that cnbject — feelings so strong that 
they have widely estranged him from hi? old 
love of the Union in consequence of the des- 
truction of slavery. Mr. Cochran makes a su- 
perficial defence of his speech, saying that it 
was elicited by “a regard for the rights of the 
free white man.” We cerealnlu hare as sin- 
cere “a regard for the the free 

white man” as Senator CoWSn ha* but 
our devotion to thoee rights has never caused 
us to denounce Presidents Lincoln and John- 
son, representing the national authority of 
tbe Union, as traitors equally with Jefferson 
Davis. We readily concede that some of their 
measures— especially those of Mr. Lincoln's 
Administration— have been of an extraordinary 
character, but they were called forth by an ex- 
traordinary emergency, the requirements of 
which Senator Cochran nor ourselves may 
never have appreciated. Lincoln and Johnson, 
despite certain objectionable features of their 
Ad ministrations, have sought to restore and pre- 
serve the Union and the integrity of the nation, 
upon the maintainance of which all of our rights 
and liberties depend; Jeff Davi* on the con- 
trary, was the representative head of an unjus- 
tifiable and criminal rebellion aimed at the very 
existence of the nation. The extraordinary 
means used by Lincoln and Johnson to destroy 
the rebellion %nd save the nation were tempo- 
porary in their character, destined to 
pass away with the occesion, when all 
the immunities of American freemen should be 
resumed; bat, had the treason of Jefferson 
Davis achieved its purpos* the establishment 
of a permanent and grinding despotism would 
necessarily have resulted. Sorely, therefor* it 
is a strong defense of Davi* to place him upon 
an equality, in point of patriotism and the 
right, with the Chief Executives of the Union- 
It is no less than an attempt at his vindication. 

The questions put to us by the Senator in the 
conclusion of his letter evinc* on his part, a 
wide misconception of President Johnson’s in- 
structions to South Carolina and other South- 
ern States. What the President hse said to 
South Carolina and other States has bren of- 
fered not as “dictation,” but in the language 
and spirit of advice, which bos been asked of 
hjm from time to tun* Without requiring the 
ratification of the amendment as a sine gui non 
of restoration, he has only urged it as an impor- 
tant step toward the general harmony and 
peace of the Union. 

With these remarks we dismiss the Senator, 
lor whom we cherish the kindest feelings. 
Now that the war is over and the slavery ques- 
tion has been forever abolished by the ratifica- 
tion of the Constitutional Amendment, we hope 
that our distinguished friend will co-operate 
with us in snpport of Andrew Johnson, upen 
whose statesmanlike policy we depend for the 
complete restoration of the Union. 

ffff*Tbe Hon. Lazarus W. Powell, we learn, is 
warmly supported for the United States Senate 
by some of his friends in this Btate and proba- 
bly in the Legislature. We think that they 
make a mistake, even if their purpose is to 
whitewash the ruins of the fallen rebellion. 

Mr. Powell is, personally, a very estimable 
man, generou* kind-hearted, and just, and he 
has talents. There are few men for whose per- 
sonal qualities we have a higher regard. Bat 
his whole course frum the beginning of the re- 
bellion to its close was, in our opinion, and the 
opinion ws presume of a very large major- 
ity of the people of Kentucky, very unpatri- 
otic. We do pot charge that he was a rebel 
in act, but unquestionably his heart was dis- 
loyal. He wanted the Union cause to foil. He 
was anxious for the division of the Union and 
the establishment of a Southern Confederacy. 
He grieved at the victoriesof the Federal arm* 
and rejoiced at the successes of the rebels. We 
do not suppose that he has a friend in the State, 
who, knowing anything of him, donbts this. 
We have no idea that he himself either doubts 
it or would deny it. 

As a member of the Chicago Convention, 
Governor Powell made a speech, in which he 
referred with no little self-congratnlation to 
the fact that he had never voted for a man or a 
dollar to carry on the war. He attempted no 
disguise ot the truth that, even from the very 
first, he had been in favor of separation and al l 
its long and tremendous consequences, what- 
ever they might be. As we have said, we de 
not assert that he was a rebel, bat surely no 
rebel, remaining in Kentucky as he did, could 
have shown more disloyalty than he did with- 
out exposing himself to a just arrest for 
treason. 

We rejoice to think that thgre is no danger of 
Gov. Powell’s election to the Senate. It be- 
hooves Kentucky, whilst asserting all her rights 
and all great and true principles, to avoid care- 
fully every appearance of putting herself un- 
nicesearilv into an attitude of even seeming 
hoetilitv to the Federal Government She U in 
the Union, her interests are in the Union, her 
destiny is in the Union, and she should make 
no 6how of apparent sympathy with the late 
rebellion. We would by no means exclude 
from office all even of those who par- 
ticipated actively in the rebellion if they 
have resumed with evident sincerity their old 
obligations and been admitted to all their old 
rights; we would treat them generously; bat 
we do not think that any one either of them 
or of tbe open and notorious sympathizers 
with them should, for tbe present at least, be 
encouraged in aspirations to the very highest 
office in the gift of the State. 

SomntBjr Emigration. — The Richmond 
Whig of the 11th gives the following resolution 
of the House of Delegates on the subject of 
emigration: 

Resolved, That a joint committee of both 
H< oses, composed of five members ot the 
House of Delegatee, and three members of tbe 
SeDat* be appointed tb take into considers ri on 
tbe subject of emigration, and what encour- 
agement it may be deemed necessary and 
proper for the State to give to the same. 

Tbe vast extent of uncultivated territory in 
the Booth, which, under the old system, re- 
mained uncultivated, will now, from the force 
of circumstances, be brought into market 
either for sale or lease. The class of emigrants 
that will be most advantageous to the South 
will vary with the climate. ThmSwiss will be 
the best probably for Virginia, and the Egypt- 
ians for the Golf States. Labor and capital are 
both so scarce in the Booth as to have induced 
the formation of many private companies for 
the purpose of forwarding emigrants both from 
the North and Europe. And spring will bring 
a fine class of emigrants to the Sooth as labor-

^•The adoption of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment lifts a great burden from the shoulders of 
the citizens of Kentucky. The period of uncer- 
tainty which has forever closed weighed like a 
mountain upon them. The 8tate laws pro- 
tected the master and the military authorities 
to a large extent, and the laws of Congress to 
seme extent protected the slave. There were 
constant collisions, theoretically and practi- 
cally, and nobedy knew what course to take, 
for every one seemed about equally blocked up. 
This was as bad for the blacks as whites. The 
latter were deterred from hiring the former 
through fear of the penalties impending over 
them for so doing, without the consent of mas 
tore, by virtue of the power of Btate laws. 
Slaves could not find employment consequently 
as fiee persons, and were not secure either as 
slaves or as freed peopl* They were literally 
outcasts. They were deterred from hiring 
themselves out lest their masters should claim, 
and get their wage* and citizens and others 
were afraid to employ them lest they 6hould 
have to pay twice, to the master and foen to the 
slave, Euperaddcd to which was the jytathc em- 
ployer ran of a prosecution in the ifiafTcourts 
for a violation of the laws. Thus, between the 
dangerous Bcylla on the one side and the fatal 
Chary bd is on the other, master and slave, em- 
ployer and employed, were In danger of being 
swamped and going to the bottom. All this is 
now at an end. The great load of oppression 
and donbt has been rolled away. The negroes 
are free, and white men are free too, and both 
may enter into contracts without the fear of 
paiDS and penalties. They may snap their 
fingers at the Sheriff “or any other 
man”— provided they fulfill tbe engagement* 
they may make with each other— and go on 
their way rejoicing. We repeat that the incu- 
bus that has parafr zed the energies of Kentucky 
’for several years past has relaxed Us grasp, and 
her nobte and stalwart limbs a^length are dis- 
enthrall. She is at last free from her tor- 
ments and tormentors. The laws which in 
other times and under differenCplrcu instances 
were designed to be blessings bscam* through 
tbe moral earthquake that rocked her from 
center to cijxumference, so many fetters that 
bound her tda dead carcass. The whole slave 
cede of Kentucky has ceased to exist. It fails 
at once and completely through the effect of 
the amended organic law of the Republic, 
which is the supreme law of the land, “any- 
thing In the Constitution or laws of any State 
to the contrary notwithstanding.” 

We would not for an instant sc far insult tbe 
patriotism or common sense of the Legislators 
of Kentucky as to so much as suggest the pos- 
sibility of their attempting either to resist or 
evade any portion of the Constitution of the 
United State*. That would be mere madness. 
It would be Amply an attempt at a revolt 
against the authority of the Government, with 
the absolute certainty that each revolt wonld 
be at once and thoroughly crushed. The Ex- 
ecutive and every other officer of the Stat* the 
Legislator* the courts, and every citizen of the 
8tate are all bound to obey implicitly and with- 
out questioning the supreme law of the land 
Whether the Constitution suits them or not has 
nothing to do with the question of their obedi- 
ence to it. That is not an open question. 
It admits of no discussion. It is not op- 
tional either with any magistrate or citizen 
whether he will obey it or not; nor is It option- 
al with the Legislature. The slave code should 
at Once be expunged from the statute-book of 
Kentucky— every vestige of it; but whether ex- 
punged or not, it is absolutely and forever a 
dead letter; and any person, be he magistrate* 
or citizen, attempting to enforce it or any part 
of it will incur instant and grave legal responsi- 
bility. 

Kentucky is now placed npon an equal foot- 
ing with the other free Southern State* Her 
citizens can proceed without let or hindrance to 
make contracts for labor with the freed men and 
women; and the latter, for the first time in 
their lives, will incur the civil responsibilities, 
and most perform the duties, of free agent* 
They have.no longer any masters and mistresses 
to shield them from snch responsibilities and 
duties, or to clothe and feed them or to take 
care of them, either in sickness or old age or 
mieforton* They must now take care of them* 
selves. We donbt not that in many Instances it 
will be tbe ^prse for £hem. They will learn 
that freedom from a master or mistress doesn’t 
mean exemption from care or toil or suffering. 
On the contrary, these will all be Increased, and 
fearfully increased. The colored people of 
Kentucky are free. Let them make of their 
liberty a a boon, and not a cars* Whether it 
shall be a blessing or an infliction now depends 
mainly npon themselves. They can make it 
either. They can improve and elevate them- 
selves, and secure tife confidence, respect, and 
co-operation of their late masters and mistier se* 
and of white people generally, by a prop- 
er coarse of conduct, or they can soon 
lower and degrade! themselves, and sink 
rapidly into vagabondag* poverty, vie* mis- 
ery, and death. Whether the freed people can 
reputably take care of themselves is yet an un- 
solved problem, and all eyes both in Europe 
and America will b%for years fixed intently and 
anxiously npon them. 

We trust and believe that onr own citizens 
will pursue toward them a generous, frank, 
and ej mpathetic policy. Wa hope they will 
give them every possible chance to maintain 
themselves comfortably and to make progress 
in the scale of civilization. This will be right 
in itself, and It will be tbe best course for them 
as the dominant and ruling class. They will 
thereby promote their own interests and peaee 
while they benefit and elevate the colored race. 
TLe extreme persons in the Nor to who have 
been making such an ado about the colored 
people of the Southern States have charged the 
whites in them with being the natural enemies 
of the black* bnt this has ever been and is now 
a gross slander. It never was true and is not 
bow. Of course there have been exceptional 
carer, bnt as a general rule tbe Southern peo- 
ple have had no other toward their ser- 

vants than those of k^H^s. In numberless 
instances, indeed, strong affection has existed 
between the master, -mistress, and children of a 
family.andlhe servants. We have ourselves wit- 
nessed many a touching Illustration of this fact, 
and the screecbers who sneer at this idea only 
betray how little they know of that which they 
i ant themselves hoarse about. 

The Legislature will of course have to pass 
laws in reference to vagrancy and kindred sub- 
jects; bnt we hope that body wtil not legislate 
tco much. Any attempt to regulate the price 
of labor is absnrd. TBe labor market should 
be left to regulate itself like every other mar- 
ket Too much government we have ever re- 
garded as a deal worse than too little. Let the 
laws be few and simple, and above all just.

Before the ornftafion of the bureau, f reed- 
men's affaire had been intrusted to different 
officers of the Government, thereby causing a 
diversity of ?ystem in different localities. 

A few assistant commissioners were appoint- 
ed and sent to different States to organize the 
bureau, complete the work already began, and 
settle the question of labor just as far as safety 
of effort wonld allow. The assistant commis- 
sioner procured a citizen and military officer for 
each district, county, and parish. The evident 
hostility of a portion of the citizens, and their 
ability in the absence of troops and tbe civil 
laws to outrage or take the life of an agent, hin- 
dered the extension of operations except by oc- 
casional inspection by an officer in connection 
with a patrol. The General acknowledge* the 
hearty support of most of the department com- 
manders in organizing and carrying out thtf 
plane of tbe bureau. The tenure of the bureau 
upon abandoned property is regarded the same 
as that possessed by an actual owner, except 
that said property may be restored by compe- 
tent authority to its former owner. 

A comparatively insignificant amount of 
property is used as quarters for teacher* and 
officers connected with the bureau and hospi- 
tals. With these exceptions all property in 
the hands of the bureau is held as a means of 
revenue by order of the President. The work 
of restoration has pi ogr eased verv rapidly, and 
it is probable that when the war terminates 
little or no property will remain under the coo- 
trot of the bureau. By this policy of restoration 
the expectations of the freed men that toe 
wonld be assigned them have been disappointed 
and a difficulty has arisen thereby, but has been 
overcome with comparative ease. Much em- 
barrassment and actual suffering has resulted 
for toe restoration of property in ns* Much 
more will result from toe curtailment of toe 
bureau. About one five- hundredths of the 
ami unt of land in tbe insurrectionary States

H. Seward, Secretary of State of the United 
States, by virtue and in pursuance of the second 
section of the act of Congress approved the 
20th of April, 1818, entitled “An act to provide 
for tbe publication of the laws of tbe United 
States and for other purpose* ” do hereby cer- 
tify that the amendment aforesaid has become 
valid to all Intents end purposes as a part of 
tbe Constitution of the United States. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set mv 
hand and caused the seal of the Department of 
State to be affixed. 

Done at the city oi Washington this eight- 
eenth day of December, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and slxtv-flv* and 
of tbe Independence of the United States of 
America tbe nineteenth.

The Important Question or Labor in Ken- 
tucky.— The following report of the proceed- 
ings of an ad loomed meeting ef the State 
Agricultural Society relative to the subject of 
labor in Kentucky will be read with Interest by 
agriculturists throughout ths State: 

Aftimoon Session —The Kentucky State Ag- 
ricultural Society met in the Senate chamber at 
2M o’clock, Dec. 14, 1865. 

Tbe meeting was called to order by the Pres- 
ident. Colonel L. J. Bradford, who, on taking 
the chair, stated that the object of the meeting 
was to take up and consider the great subject 
of labor; and, as there were gentleman present 
from various portions of the Stat* all equally 
interested in supplying Kentucky with labor In 
every department of Industry, he hoped they 
wonld present thefr view* so' that there might 
be so free an Interchange of opinion as to ena- 
ble the cnmmltt^tappointed by this society to 
present the sub^^Kr the Legislature in their 
memorial in suc^raanner and with such sug- 
gestions as would not only command their 
serious and prompt attention, bnt secure at 
their hands the adoption of such measures as 
would at once meet the exigencies in which 
rur State is placed by the abolition of slave 
labor. 

Gov. Jacob addressed the meeting. He re- 
garded the subject of Agriculture as presenting 
a common gronnd off which all parties could 
meet. He was of |te opinion that the negro 
could not be relied off for labor, without some 
mild system of coercion; and, a* slavery was 
gon* be urged the importance of supplying its 
place with white labor, so that onr vast mineral 
and other resources might be developed. Ac. 

Hon. J. F. Bell, of Bryle, having been called 
npon, stated that he had no matured views on 
a subject of so mnch delicacy and Importance. 
In his opinion the freedmen shonid be induce 1 
to remalD, believing from their local attach- 
ments to their homes they could be made very 
useful to their former masters He expressed 
his opinion that tbe Slave Code shonid be re- 
vised by this Legislature, and urged the com- 
mittee to prepare and present to the Legisla- 
ture their plane and views. He regarded caoitol 
abnndant. All that was wanted in the State 
was an effective system of labor to develop 
our vast mineral and agricultural resources. 

Mr. R. W. Scott of Franklin county, present- 
ed the following resolution* which were read 
to the Society: 

Where** th* sudden and forcible abolition of slavery 
in Kentucky ho* made aa entire change in the future 
•yttem of labor, and whereas, it 1* the duty and the in- 
terest of the people of the State to substitute the labor 
which has been l'wt by sueh other lahm- of all kind* as 
shall display the highest degree of industry, fidelity, and 
capacity; therefore. 

Resolved, That all practicable means should be adopt- 
ed to induce the Ixst white population to settle in Ken- 
tucky, regard being had only to their physical ability, 
mental capacity, and prospective usefulness as citizens. 

Resolved, That the Legislature of Kentucky be re- 
spectfully requested to inthorize on agent of experi- 
ence. fidelity, and capacity to be appointed, whose duty 
it shall be, ns soon a* practical)'* to visit the principal 
countries of F.urcpe whence emigration may be ex peeled, 
for the purpose of inviting, di recline, and assisting the 
emigration af labor and capital to Kentucky. 

Resolved. That, ss an inducement to emirrstion with- 
in the ensuing twelve month* all such labor and capi- 
tal shall be exempt from Btate taxation for th* Unit 
year. 

Mr. Scott, in brief, bat pointed remarks ex- 
pressed his views on the suhject under consid- 
eration. Referring to his resolution?, be re- 
marked that be had thought mnch on the sub- 
ject, and felt the deepest interest In the adop- 
tion of some mode which would beet accom- 
plish the object, regarding his resolution? a? 
only suggestion, willing to vield them to any 
others which might be regarded better by the 
Soqiety 

Wr. Bijur, Representative from the city of 
Louisville, addressed the meeting. He stated 
that he had offered a bifl on the subject of emi- 
gration in the Legislature, which bad been re- 
ferred to the Committee on Agriculture, the 
provisions of which h* in the mttin, explainod 
His address contained mnch valuable informa- 
tion on the subject of immigration; was elo- 
quently delivered, proving that the speaker had 
devoted mnch study and time to the subject 
and bad made himself master of the same. 

On motion of Hon. X F Bell, of Boyle, Mr. 
Bijur was requested to tnrnis^^he committee 
a copy of his bill now beforffWfl Agricultural 
Society for their consideration. 

The’ bill of Mr. Bijur was by him furnished 
and read by Col. Hodges. After which Mr. 
Craig, of Bcott countv, Col. Hodges, Mr. Scott, 
and other* addressed the meeting. 

In view of the great importance of th? sub- 
ject. Mr. Scott, of the committe* asked for 
further time to make report. 

Mr. George Baber, of the Louisville Journal, 
addressed tbe meeting, giving his view* and 
especially that a suhject of such vast importance 
should not be disposed of without tbe most ma- 
ture consideration; and also as it was one which 
was to affect the interest of every portion of the 
State, he regarded it important that conclusions 
should not only be deferred, but that a conven- 
tion should be called to meet in the city of 
Frankfort, in which every portion of the State, 
as well as every interest shonid be, by delegates, 
represented, and thereupon offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That a committe* consisting of the follow- 
ing gentlemen, bo authorized to Issue a ca'l for eueh 
convention, to assemble in the city of Frankfort, under 
the auspices of the State Agricultural Society, on the 
the Utfi of January, 1866. 

The following gentlemen, on motion, were 
appointed the committe* in obedience to pro- 
visions of above resolution : L. J. Bradford, R, 
W. 8cott, Harrison Taylor, and A. G. Hodges

Tae 
Governor vetoed the bill suspending the collec- 
tion of taxes for 1861, 1862, 1863*, and 1864, on 
tbe ground that tt would afford relief to those 
who had attempted to destroy the Government, 
and who were absent from the State during the 
war, whilst the Union men who remained paid 
the taxes.

SENATE. 

After the reading oi Ueneral Grant's report, 
Mr. Sumner asked that the report of General 
Bchtirz should be read. Several members ob- 
jected on tbe ground that 8churz’s report was 
too long. Mr. Sumner asked that they should 
begin reading it. as it was a very important 
document. He instanced the fact that a full 
report of affairs in Kansas was read in the 8;n 
ate, and the present report was much more im- 
portant. He said the message of President 
Johnson was like the whitewashing message of 
Pierce on Kacsis iiffalrs. Mr. Johnson denied 
tbat there was any whitewashing in this report, 
which was a plain statement of facte. 

The Clerk commenced reading Bcbnrz's re- 
port, when Mr. Sherman moved to print It. 

Mr. Sumner argued that It should be read, 
declaring that Schurz was sent ou a mission by 
the President, and mode a visit, occupying 
mnch time, and extending throughout different 
State*, and had given a full and trnthfal report 
Mr 8hentan admitted that the report might 
be able and interesting, but would rather read 
it than hear it read. 

Mr. Doolittle thought that Mr. 8utnner ought 
to qualify a statement that the message was in- 
tended to whitewash affairs that are worss than I 
that of Kansas In the days of Franklin Pierce. 
H6 thought that Mr Sumner could not mean 
that affairs In the South were worse than those 
of Kansas. 

Mr. Sumner said he had nothing to qualify, 
and reiterated bis statement. 

Mr. Dixon denied that there was any attempt 
in the message to whitewash the condition of 
affairs in the Bontb, and said he could not suffer 
such charge to go before the country without 
protest. 

Mr. Doolittle was pained to see the 8enator 
from Massachusetts make the charge of false- 
hood in saying the message was an attempt to 
whitewash tbe affairs in the South. He said it 
was a direct attack upon the integrity of the 
President, which, he thought, no 8en»tor could 
doubt, no matter bow much he differed from 
im in opinion 

Mr. Sumner denied any intention of charging 
the President with falsehood. He said there 
was no question before the House when he 
made tbe remark, and that the statement about 
whitewashing referred only to a document 
which was read, and not to the policy of the 
President. He denied that he had ever in pub- 
lic or private questioned the honesty or patriot- 
ism of the President. 

Mr. Dixon accepted Mr. Bumher's retractfon. 
Mr. Trumbull said he wished to ask that this 
debate should cease, as controversy was not for 
public interest or welfare. 

It was then voted that tbe report of General 
Schurz should be printed with the other docu- 
ments. 

A resolution was adopted calling for the re- ; 
port of General Howard on the condition of 
tbe freedmen. 

Mr. Cowan withdrew his objection to Mr. 
Anthony’s resolution to refer all papers on 
representation of the lately-rebellious States to 
a special committee of fifteen. 

The Chair stated that the objection having 
been removed, the resolution might be consid- 
ered. Before the question was taken, the fol- 
lowing resolution was offered by Mr. Sprague 
and agreed to; • 

Res Jved, the House concurring, Tbat the

After the passage of the 
Farnsworth resolution in the case of Mr. Harris, 
a resolution offered by M-. Banks was passed, 
instructing the Committee on Military and Na- 
val Affaire to feport whether any changes were 
nectEsary In the system of education at West 
Point and Annapolis Academies, and also as to 
tbe establishing of military and naval schools 
in each of the several States, in order to provide 
more (ffectnaOv for national defense. 

Mr. Washbarne’e bill to facilitate postal and 
commercial intercourse between the States was 
introduced. 

Air. O'Neil hoped Mr. Wighbnrne wmld not 
press it to passage, bnt refer it to the Commit 
tee on the Judiciary, as it involved question* of 
magnitude to the country and also of constitu- 
tional law. 

Mr. Waebburne said the Committee on the 
Judiciary reported the same bill last year. The 
question was whether Congress has the right 
to provide free intercourse between the Stat^ 

Mr. Garfield introduced a similar Mil last sec- 
tion, and thonght the right of Congress to reg- 
ulate commerce was entirely clear. 

In reply to a statement of Mr. Rogers that 
the bill was aimed at Maryland and New Jer- 
sey, Mr. Woshburne said these 8tates had for a 
long time taxed passengers, bnt it was proposed 
to make a law applicable to all 8tates. 

A resolution was adopted calling on the Sec- 
retary to communicate to the House a state- . 
ment of the present condition of the harbors 
of the United States, where public works have 
been built or directed to be built, and what ap- 
propriation is required for repairs on the sea 
coast, lakes, and navigable rivers. 

Mr. Washbnrne, of 111 , from tbe Selec^om- 
mlttee on Rules, reported a new one for 
tbe appointment of a committee on minerals 
and mining, to consist of nine members. This 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Dawson, from the Committee on Rules 
reported a rale allowing each member 
(75 for the long and (45 for the short session 
for stationery. Agreed to. 

Mr Wileon’s bill, from the Committee on 
Judiciary, proposing a constitutional amend- 
ment to prohibit the paying of the rebel debt, 
wa* offered. * 

Mr Rogers, jof S. J., argued (hat Congress 
could not interfere with the pavment of debts. 

Washixotox, Dec. 19. 

The Secretary of State bas received a tele- 
gram of the 18th from the Governor of Colora- 
do, representing that the Legislature of that 
State has ratified the proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States abolish- 
ing slavery. 

, A bill was Introduced by Representative Ash- 
ley, of Ohio, to reconstruct the Southern States. 

It is more stringent in Us provisions than anv 
for a similar object heretofore presented. It 
provides for the appointment of Provisional 
Governors, with Marshals and District Attor- 
neys, for tbe temporary discharge of civil du- 
ties. Tbe inhabitants of each 8tate, irrespective 
of race or color, are to be enrolled, if a major- 
ity take an oath to snpporUhe Constitution of 
the United State*. The Governors shall, bv 
proclamation, Invite the loyal people to elect 
delegates to a convention to re-establish State 
.government. The delegates are required to take 
an oath of allegiance, and no person can thus 
serve or vote who has held civil or military 
rfflee underfrebel usurpation. Tbe oath to sup- 
port the C nstitntion of the United States and 
the oath of allegiance are to be administered to 
tbe voters. The constitntion formed must be 
republican, and not repngnant to the C institu- 
tion of the United 8tates and tbe Declaration of 
Independence, and it must provide that Invol- 
untary servitude is forever prohibited; that no 
rebel debt shall be recognized or paid; that per- 
fect toleration of religion shall be secured. 

Thto act to not to operate as recognition of 
8iate government in the State of Tenn? see un- 
til tbe conditions aforesaid are complied .with, 
aDd nntll tbat time Tennessee and all States re- 
cently to rebellion 6hall be subject to this law.

Resolved, That from a sincere desire to show 
by mark of respect due to his memory we will 
attend his funeral obsequies, accompanying his 
remains when removed for conveyance to his 
heme at such time as mav be appointed. 

Resolved, That a committee of five citizens 
be appoirted by the Chairman to make suitable 
arrangements for the ocoaslon. 

Resolved, That a copv ol these resolutions be 
communicated bv the Chairman of this meet- 
ing to the widow and familv of the deceased, 
with the expression to them of our warmest 
sympathy and condofebce with them to their 
great bereavement. 

Colonel Wetmore, General Ward, Judge 
James, H. M. Slade, and Major John Coon 
were appointed a Committee of Arrangements. 

During the absence of the Committee on Res- 
olutions, addresses were made eulogizing the 
deceased by Reverdy Johnson and Senator Da- 
vis. 

General Shrmnan responded to the resolu- 
tions after tbeir submission to a very feeling ad- 
dress. 

Secretary Seward concluded to an earnest 
tribute to the worth and memory of the de- 
ceased, and craved no prouder distinction for 
his own name when dead than that which 
tor universal accord will be given Mr. 
Corwin as a humanitarian and patriot. 

Hto remains will leave here for Lebanon, 0„ 
to-day, where they ore to be sepulchered. His 
eon-to-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs Sage, 
arrived yesterday morning. A special delega- 
tion cf Ohioans will accompany the remains.

Mr. Wade, from the Committee on Territo- 
ries, reported lavorably on a bill to give the 
consent of Congress to the annexation of Buck- 
ley and Jefferson counties, Va., to the State of 
West Virginia. 

Mr. Morrill, from the Committee on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, reported favorably on the bill 
to regulate elective franchise to the District of 
Colombia, with amendments, one of which 
modifies the privilege by restricting it to those 
who shall be able to read the Constitntion of 
the United States to the English language and 
write his name. A new section is inserted pre- 
scribing a penalty of (5.000 and imprisonment 
not exceeding one year for wilfully rejecting or 
refusing to receive the vote of roy person en- 
titled to that right. 

Mr. Wilson called up the Senate bill to main- 
tain tbe freedom of the inhabitants of States 
declared to insurrection and rebellion by the 
proclamation of the President of Jaly 1, 1862. 

It abolished all laws, statutes, acts, ordinance*, 
rules or regulations, which make inequalities in 
r gbts and Immunities on account of distinctions 
or differences of rule, race, or color. 

Mr. 8nmn< r— When I think of what occnrred 
in this chamber yesterday— when I call to mind 
the attempt to whitewash the unhappy condi- 
tion of the rebel States— I feel as if I ought to 
speak of nothing else to-day. Sir, I stood here 
long ago, to the days of Kansas, when a 6mall 
community was surrendered to the machina- 
tion of slave master, rod oow I stand here,alae! 
while an immense region of country, with its 
millions of population, to surrendered to the 
machination of slave- master. It belongs to 
Congress to arrest thto fatal fury, 

Congress mast learn to be brave and to be 
just. But I am not willing to be diverted trom 
the previous queailon before the8ena -e.al.ho ugh 
I shall naturally aud legally pass in review the 
condition of the rebel States. The chair sug- 
gested thsft the question before the Senate was 
uie motion to refer tbe bill to the Judiciary 
Committee, and on this motion a discussion was 
not in order of the merits of the bill. 

Mr. Trumbull suggested that Mr. Samner be 
permitted to proceed. No objection being of- 
fered, Mr. Sumner continued: 

The Benate must all agree it was an excellent 
measure. It undertakes nothing more than the 
assurance of equality before the law, which it is 
assumed is essential to carry forward and m tin- 
tain the proclamation of emancipation, to whi-h 
the national government is pledged 

Tbe words of the proclamation no one can 
forget. Tney read that the slaves shall from 
this time henceforth be free, and tbe Executive, 
with the military and nav aj au thorities shall 
maintain them in tbeir fn JfeV This is your 
pledge which bas gone bflpe the world*. It 
goes wherever the limits of your Republic ex- 
tends, and it is as eacred as your National life. 
Wherever that flag 11 .*ta, as long as this Repub- 
lic induree, that pledge is surelv to be observed 
How shall we see tbat this pledge is preserved? 

Is it to be committed to the States? No, sir. 
Tbe preservation of that pledge must ba by the 
National Government which made it, which 
gave freedom and solemnly promised to main- 
tain tbat freedom. 

Mr. Sumner read a number of extracts from 
Southern correspondents of the Boston Adver- 
tiser and other papers and from private letters 
received by him from reliable parties in the 
South to show the disloyal sentiment of the 
Southern people knd the cruelty with which 
tbe freedmen are being treated in the late re- 
bellious States. In conclusion he called upon 
♦he Senate to pas* this blU or any other bill 
calculate*! to i*enie jus, loe for the freedmen. 

Mr. Saulsbury wished. to make one remark. 
There, seemed to he an apprehension to some 
quarters that the Democratic party was again 
to come to power through the present Execu- 
tive. There was alieedy an opposition party 
springing from the ranks of the Republicans 
He would say to the President that he ought to 
stand firm by this policy, and, if he continued 
to that policy, two millions of faithful men to 
tbe North would support him. although they 
did not vote for him, and would welcome tbe 
contest whenever it comes. 

Mr. Cowan was unwilling to let Mr. Sumner's 
speech go to the country without a protest. 
The extracts read fry him from private letters 
were not impartial or prejudiced The cases 
referred to were exceptional cases. Waere 
on- man out of five hundred was cruel to De- 
gree* it was published, but there was nothing 
said about ninety- nine others who taoated the 
negroes properly. 

Mr. Cowan alluded to Mr. Sumner's charge 
of whitewashing need against the President, 
and defended the President from it. He read 
extracts from the message of yesterday, and 
expressed bis belief to its fairness and truth. 

The further consideration of the bill was 
postponed nntll to-morrow. 

A message was received from the House an- 
nouncing the death of Mr. Kellogg, a member 
of the Honse from New York, and the passage 
of a resolution of respect for hto memory. 

Mr Harris pronounced a eulogy upon the de- 
cesstd member. 

Mr. Trumbull from tbe Committee of Confer- 
ence on tbe subject of adjournment, made a re- 
port to favor of adjourning from fbursdEy, th* 
21st inst., to Friday, the 5th proximo. The re- 
port was agreed to. The Senate adjourned.

Mr. Brcomall asked leave to introduce a reso- 
lution, which was objected to by Mr. Johnson, 
bis colleague, asserting the termination of die 
recent civil law has left the lately usurped ter- 
ritory to the hands of the conquering power 
and without political rights; that the political 
condition of tbe people to the late rebellious 
States must be fixed by the supreme legislative 
power; that the effect of the amnesty is to re- 
lieve individuals ol the punishment of crime, but 
not to confer political rights; that Congress 
should confer the necessary power to enable 
them to form their own State governments, but 
this cannot be done until tbe rights of those 
among them always trae to their aliegiao-e- 
ehall re protected, etc. 

Mr. Dawes, from the Committee of Elections, 
rip rted a resolution affording Mr. Kelso, of

seat, further time to take testimonv, which w is 
passed. 

On motion of Mr. Diwes it was resolve-l tbat 
the Secretary of War be direct id to ccmmuni 
cate to the House the testiinonv. sentence, and 
action cf the Court martial which triol Benja- 
min Harris, a member of this House from the 
State of Maryland. 

Mr. Raymond presented the certificate of elec- 
tion to the Honse of Mr Keyle, signed by the 
Governor of Arkansas, and attested by the’ Sec- 
retary of State, with the great seal attached. 
On motion It was referred to the Committee on 
Reconstruction. 

Mr. Elliott Introduced a bill to limit the lia- 
bility of ship owners, concerning maratime li- 
cense, and other purposes. Referred to the 
Committee on Commerce. 

Mr. Stevens presented the petition of Judge 
Warmouth asking to be admitted to the House 
as a delegate from the Territory of Louisiana, 
and purporting to be signed bv lao i ' voter*. 
It was referred, without debate,' to the Commit- 
tee on Reconstruction.

its place to the Union. 

Resolved, That public jastice and national 
security demand that to case of the convic- 
tion of said Jeff Davis the sentence of law 
should be carried into effect in order that the 
Constitntion and laws may be fully vindicated 
and faithfully executed and truth clearlv estab- 
lished that treason to a crime and traitors be 
punished. 

Resolved, Tbat to like manner and for like 
reasons such of the most culpable of tbe chief 
instigations and conspirators of the rebellion 
as may be necessary to satisfy the demands -of 
the public justice and furnish security for tde 
future and these criminally responsible for the 
■order and for the starvation of the Union 
p fe ni fp- of war shoold be tried and punished 
for the high crimes of which they have been 
guilty. 

Resolved, That justice should not fitil of its 
purpose^ and that all who are guilty or are re- 
sponsible for the assassination of the late Presi- 
dent and the great offenders during the recent 
rebellion, guilty of and responsible for the mur- 
der rod starvation of Union prisoners of war, 
as well as those guilty or responsible for other 
unparalleled violations of the laws of warfare, 
are amenable and should be tried, convicted, 
asd punished by a military tribunal authorized 
by law, and sanctioned bv tbe common laws of 
war and the nsagee of civilized nati -ns, wher- 
ever and to far as may be necessary to* secure 
tbe ends of justice. 

Resolved, That the Committee on Jadiciary 
be instructed to inquire what legislation if anv 
be necessary to provide juries for the trials for 
treason, for write of error, and to carry into 
effect the purposes of the foregoing resolution, 
and that said committee report by bill or 
otherwise.
